AS EXECUTIVE OF KENTUCKY. 



A Novel Feature of Parade Waa 
t^resence of Colored Demo- 
cratic AlarcliinK Club.

of thr-.^ years. The ia- 
nut>iif;il ceroinoiiio.-. wcru the most 
elaborate witnesacd in this stale io 
the present decade. The inuugui^' 
al parade was made up of nil the 
military companies ot the slate, 
three regiments, the Duckworth 
CIuIj, of Cinncinatti, political clubs 
this city. Louisville and other 
towns of thej state, civic societies 
and diatioguiahed citlsen* on hoi be 
back forming a procession of ^-^i cat 
lenj^th. When the inaugural pro- 
cession reached the Statehuiise the 
oath of office was administered to 
>r by cheif justice \\:\/. 
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(iov. Beckham in his inaugural ad. 
dress devoted himselt entirely to 
state matters. He thanked the 
people for the honor conferred upon 
him by electing him Governor for 
the remaining part of the preaaat 
term. He promised the state a 
clean and honest administration of 
its executive affairs io a spirit of 
fairness and tolerance, with no feel- 
injr of partisan bate or malice, with 
the sincere desire to remove as far 
as possible all friction and ill-feet- 
in},r from among the people. He 
briefly stated some of the leading 
policies by which he will be guided 
in the administration of the office, 
and promised his cordial support in 
the development of Kentucky's in- 
dustrial interests. He said it would 
be his policy to keep the State 
(jiiard in a first-class condition, 
but that tbe aailitary power sbould 
always be in absolute subordinatiou 
to the civil authorities and shall 
never be called into active service 
except a* a last resort in carrying 
out the decreeaof judicial tribunals. 

A novel feature of the parade was 
the presence of a colored Democrat- 
ic marcbtag club. It was made up 
of Democratic negroes of Frankfort, 
Lexington aud Richmond, headed 
by a Lexington band and led by C. 
T. Thomas, of Lexington, and 
Louis Smith, of Frankfort.

The Fiftieth Annual Hunt Taken 
In Arkanau In November 
1900. 



Owing to the rumore of "Black 
tongue" among the deer io and 
around our old camping grounds in 

Arkansas the hunt was postponed 
utttil we could obtain more satisfac- 
tory information by wire and mail. 
We at last learned that the reports 
On the morning ot the 
14th November we met at Pembroke 
special train of three cars 
us. Horses, mules, dogs, 
i and camp equipage were 
lied. The scene was sng 
gestive and lively-#Amid the bay 
ing of hounds, blowing of horns, 
farewells and good wishes of the 
unfortunates who were left behind, 
we were soon off on special train 
{«• Memphis. The day was brighi 
and auspicious. The only thing to 
mar anticipated pleasures was the 
failure of some of our most pleasant 
and successful huntsman to go wit' 
us. 'the postponment and prob; 
bility of our not going at all, had in 
some cases effected an entire 
change in personal arrangements. 
With much sorrow and regret, we 
found at Pembroke that Capt. P. B. 
Pendleton, the Nimrod of the bunt, 
could not go. But (as always) un- 
selfish and untiring, and thought- 
ful of the comfort ot others he was 
ai the depot with dogs to lend us, 
and feed for man and beast, smok- 
ing tobacco for the smokers and 
chewing twists for the "chawers".

PHOSPHORESCENT BACTERIA. 

Uicrobes That, Kept Under Proper Cir- 
cumstances, Will Light a Room 
M. Kaphael Dubois, in a paper read 
before the Academie des Sciences, de- 
scribes a series id" c.vperi nienls in 
which ho obtains a luminous source 
of considerable inlensily by the u.-e 
of certain microbes or [ihoiubai ieria, 
which have the power of emitting 
light. These are allowed to j)roj)a- 
giite in a liquid bouillon td' spe« ial 
composition. When the experiment 
is made with good microbe cultures 
to start with, and at the proper tem- 
])erature, the development is rapid, 
and the liquid soon contains the mi- 
crobes in Miilicient quantity to give 
the luminous effect. \ glass vessel 
is used to contain the liquid, prefer- 
ably with plain sides, and it is possi- 
ble in this way to light* room strong- 
ly enough to distinguish the features 
of a person placed at several yards 
distaiic^", and newspaper ty[ie may be 
read. The light has scureely any 
calorili<' ctl'i', I. imd the luupertics of 
its cheinical I•ay^ sei-ui fo be 
feeble, om it rcquiret; sevcial 
exposure with an inst.intaneou- 
to obtain a goo<l image; on the other 
hand, the rays seem to possess con- 
siderable jM-netrating power, as im- 
pressions may be made upon the plate 
even though screens of wood or card- 
board are interposed. A sheet of 
aluminium is, however, not traversed 
by the rays.

It was a big job, and required no 
end of patience, but the last thread 
was finally removed, and nothing was 
left but the fragile shell of pigment. 
That he covered with the stronge.-t 
tish glue find a new sheet of canvas 
was i-pread over it and pressed down. 

In a few liours it was perfectly dry, 
and the painting was as firmly at- 
tached to its new foundation as if it 
had been there from the start. Noth- 
ing then remained but to take off the 
manila paper, which was readily done 
with hot water. After that the surface 
was thoroughly cleaned and the pic- 
ture is oew almost as bright and cleai 
as it was when it left the paintcr'r 
easel.

Tile eti(|uette of shooting in Eng- 
land is siiiui i lines a little difficult to 
fathom, and in some respects is a lit- 
tle absurd, especially in the most ar- 
tificial form, the shooting of narcd 
phea.sants. But Knglish eti(juettc. 
Kays the London (ilohe, e\cn in its 
stringency, is as nothing to the form 
which prevails in (icrmany. A hook 
on the etiquette of the sport, pub- 
lished last year by a German sports- 
man, is now, it is said, being adopted 
by all the owners of the larger shoots, 
in spite of the absurd formalities, as 
they seem to us, of its regulations. 
For instance, the invitations to shoot 
arc sent out in ))rinted forms whicli 
contain the jilace of ri'iidezviuis. tht! 
hour, the kind of game that may be 
shot, and. last, but not least, the laws 
laid down regarding the ctnidiict of 
the sportsman. There are a dozen 
things that each shooter is foi bidden 
to do. such as to load before all the 
gun« arc in their places, or to move 
without orders, and for each infringe- 
ment of any of these regulations n 
fixed fine — generally five nnuks — is 
laid down. As if this were not suffi- 
cient, further penalties are appoint- 
ed for each shot missed. The effect 
must he strange. One can imagine 
■ally careful German never letting 
gun go off unless the shot were 
of the easiest, and waiting patiently 
for a hare to stop. Then what oppor- 
tunities are given to that type of 
man — already too eommou — who has 
n his bird' lower in the next field 
but two!
